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Normal air operations were limited, since for 
various reasons Bomber Command was unable to agres to 
aircraft based at Teapsford operating to Holland during 
the non-moon period, and 38 Group was available only to 
a very limited extent owing to Airborne commitments, 
Nevertheless it was expected that 30 sorties per week 
woild be carried out to Holland. 

Arrangements had been made far two tons of stores 
a day to be sent to Army Maintenance depots at Brussels, 
commencing on September 23rd, 1944. By thie means 
Dutch resistance groups, when overrun, could be suppiied 
from these forward dumps and would then be able to assist 
the Army in guarding its flanks or its lines of commmni- 
cations. It was hoped to increase the rate of supply 
of these arm. 

Even if unlimited aircraft were available to 
supply Resistance in Holland these could not be used 
owing to limitations of reception. In the whole of 
Holland reception would limit operations to some 80 
sarties per woek, of which, in the area of Rotterdam, 
sorties would be limited to 16 per weck. Thus, were 
the afroraft available, it would still be impossible to 
send sufficient arms to Dutch resistance to enable it to 
prevent the catastrophical destruction prepared by the 
enemy, either in Rotterdam or in the remainder of Holland.

RETURVED FRENCH AOBIT IDENTTFIRS DUTOR PRISONERS IH 
SILESIAN CAMP 


CAPPAIN ROUSSET, a French agent who had been con- 
fined in a prison canp at Rawicz, in Silesia, from April 
loth to May 12th, 1944, was interviewed in London by 
CAPTAIN MILIS of the Dutch Country Section on September 
12th, 1e44. (4) During the time he was in the camp, 
CAPTAIN ROUSSET saw at least 50 Dutchmen who Were imprison- 
ed there together with French, British and Polish agent: 
Although imprisonment involved almost solitary 
confinement, there were occasions when prisoners vere 
marched round a square for 15 minutes! exercise and 
ROUSSET, apart from recognising several Dutchmen whom he 
had met at training schools here, was able to identify 
several more from photographs shown to him by €MILIS. 
Conditions in the camp, which was an old peniten- 
tiary building, were very bad. For some reason the Dutch 
were treated better than the others, wiilst, as usual, 
the Poles wore treated wrst. Dutch seemed to be in 
reasonably good spirits, though naturally ROUSSET never had 
any opportunity of conversing with them freely.

It is of interest to note that all prisoners were 
dressed alike, irrespective of nationality or rank. 

Their dreas was blue, consisting of a sort of blouse and 
trousers, vaguely similer to a battle dress. On the 
right arm there was a large 'I'! while on the back of the 
blouse was show the prisoner's number. 

Prisoners were told that, so far as status was 
concerned, they could expect to be treated as prisoners 
of war, but. ROUSSET very much doubted whether this conven- 
tion wuld be observed
